EXCITEMENT IN FRANCE. 


iT IS CAUSED BY A SERIOUS CRISIS 
IN THE CABINET. 


Rumors Current that Several Members Are 
About to Resigu— War Talk in the East 
—Queen Victoria Has Another Grandson 
—Lord Lansdowne and His Tenants—The 
Dilke-Crawford Scandal Again — Miscel- 
laneous News from Over the Sea. 


Paris, Nov. 23.—The Chamber of Deputies 
today voted in favor of a reduction of 625,000 
francs in the expenses of the eentral admin- 
-Stration and a reauction of 150,000 fraues in 
payment to the finance ministry. The Cham- 
ber referred the question of other reductions 
to the consideration of M. Sadi-Carnot, the 
Minister of Finance. After several divisions 
it was decided to discuss amendments reducing 
other credits demanded by the Government. 
The attitude of the Chamber of Deputies to- 
ward the Government has created a sensation. 
Reports are current that several members of 
the Cabinet are about to resign and that four 
under-secretaries have already tendered their 
resignations. 

The Municipai Council is considering M. La- 
badie’s scheme to convert the Seine into a 
canal in order to make Paris a seaport, the 
work to cost $200, 000. 000. 

M. Massicanit has been appointed French 
Resident Genera! in Tunis. 

The Petit Journal dweils stronely on the 
Value of an alliance between Russia and 
France. Against such an alliance. says the 
Peiit Journal, England would be impotent and 
Germany would be afraid. 


EASTERN WAR TALK. 


Bloodthirsty Russians—The General Situa- 
tion. 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 23.—The Novoe Vre- 
mya, commenting upon the rumors that war 
between Germany and Russia is impending, 
Says: It there is one thing upon which Rus- 
sia will rejoice to exbaust her last blood it is 
to uphold ber independence against the Ger- 
mans.“ 

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—It is officially denied here 
that the German Consul at Sophia refused to 
take the Kussians remaining in Bulgaria after 
Gen. Kaulbars’ departure under German pro- 
tection when requested to do so by the retir- 
ing agent. The official denial states that what 
happened was this: Tue Russian Government 
asked Germany if their official who remained 
at Sophia in charge of the Russian archives 
might, in case of necessity, ask the German 
Consul to protect Russian subjects, and Ger- 
many replied ** Yes.” 

PestH, Nov. 23.—It is stated that under 
pressure from the German and Polish mem- 
bers of the Austrian Delegation the Buaget 
Committee’s report has been amended so as 
to contain a censure of Gen. Kauibars and to 
make less emphatic the passage referring to 
the peaceful character of the relations between 
Austria and Russia. 

Rome, Nov. 23.—In a green book just issued 
by the Government it is shown that Count di 
Hobilant, Minister of Foreien Affairs, has sent 
a circular letter to each of the Powers assur- 
ing them all that Italy is desirous of European 
concert to maintain peace on the basis of tbe 
Berlin treaty and the independence of the 
Balkan States. The green book states that in 
a recent conversation with Sir J. Saville Lum- 
ley, British Ambassador to Rome, Count di 
Robilant argued that it was immoral for a 
great Power to moraliy support a small Power 
unless prepared to furnish materia) support 
when the small Power needed eit. 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—A dispatch from Berlin 
to the Post says that Count Herbert Bismarck 
had a long interview today with Count 
Schouveloff, Russian Ambassador at Berlin, in 
the course of which the latter complained bit- 
terly of the tone adopted by the official Ger- 
man press towards Gen. Kaulbars. It is re- 
ported that Count Herbert replied warmly to 
this charge, saying that Gen. Kaulbars’ pro- 
ceedings in Bulgaria were unworthy of the 
agent of a great Power. 

Russia, fearing a Chinege attack in the event 
of a European outbreak, bas ordered the 
Russiao officials on the Chinese frontier to use 
the greatest care to abstuin from any action 
likeiy to irritate China. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 23.—Gen. Kau! bars 
had interviews with the Sultan and Grand 
Vizier today. 


IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Opposed to Disestablishment. | 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—The Rev. Joseph Parker, 
D. D., pastor of the City Temple, publishes a 
letter opposing the inclusion in the Liberal 
party platform of a plank favoring disestab- 
lishment. He says that to advocate the dis- 
establishment just now would be suicide for 
the Liberal party. All the English aristo- 
crats to a man would join the Conservatives,” 
continues the clergyman, and he adds: 

Until the whole country is educated to the fact 
that disestablishment to the church is the same 
as emancipation is to the slave, disestablishment 
will be impossible. This education cannot be 
hastened. A party program which should in- 
clude at the same time home rule, free educa- 
tion, disestablishment. and the dismantiing of the 
Irish landlords would be the sheerest madness. 
The establishments of tyrannies and monopolies 
are already dead in argument and only await the 
solemn and inevitable issues of time. To have 
gained all this should at present satisfy the Lib- 
eral teachers. If they insist on having more to- 
day or tomorrow they will defeat themselves by 
insisting on what is impossible. 


The Rent Question in Ireland. 

Dustin, Nov. 23.—At the meeting of the 
National League today it was announced that 
£336 had been received since the last meeting 
and that £149 had been granted to evicted 
tenants. Mr. Harrington repudiatec§ the 
O'Connor Don’s allegations respecting the ap- 
propriation of league funds. 

A large body of tenants on Lord Dillon's 
estates in Agbamore, Bekan, Knock, and other 
parishes in County Mayo marebed to Lord 
Dillon's office today accompanied by Fathers 
Waldron and Keaveney and demanded that 
their rents be réduced 30 per cent. The agent 
agreed to consult Lord Dillon on the subject. 
The tenants deposited their rents with a 
trustee. 


Lord Lansdowne and His Tenants. 

Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 23.—The cable dispatch 
announcing that the tenants of Lord Lans 
downe bad refuseito pay rent, baving been 
refused an abatement, is misicading. The 
Governor-General has received no notifica- 
tion of the occurrence so far. The facts are 
probably these: Lord Lansdowne’s estates 
are situated mostly in Kerry, and upon bis re- 
cent visit, finding the tenants in poor condi- 
tion, he voluntarily made a reduction from 20 
to 25 per cent below the judicial rents. Lord 
Lansdowne, however, bas other small estates 
in different parts of Ireiand, and on some of 
these reductions were made and on others not. 
If a refusai to pay has taken place at all it is 
on one of these small estates. 


Queen Victoria's Newest Grandson, 

Loxpox, Nov. 23.—Princess Beatrice, wife 
of Prince Henry of Battenberg and youngest 
daughter of Queen Victoria, has given birth to 
ason. The mother ana son are doing well. 
Lord Randolpn Churchill was the Minister in 
attendance at the accouchbement. 

A great scare was caused througbout the 
West End this afternoon by the firing of can- 
non in St. James’ Park to celebrate the birtn 
of the Queen’s new grandchild. A dense fog 
was prevailing at the time, and for a while the 
vetonations were believedito be those of some 

attack. 
98 Nov. 23.—The imperial family have 
telegrapbed their congratussuons to Queen 
Victoria and Princess Beatrice upon the birth 
of a son to the latter. 


The Fight on the Mall Service. 
Cork, Nov. 23.—At a meeting in this city 
today, the Mayor presiding, the action of the 
Postmaster-General in changing the mail con- 
tracts was condemned, and it was decided to 


watch the progress of the new system. Eight 


members of Parliament attended the meeting. 

Lowpon, Nov. 23.—The Post master-General, 
replying to the Trades and Labor League of 
Dublin, said thet the new mail system had 
been adopted because the acceptance of the 
tender of the Cunard and White Star Comps- 
nies would have given those lines a monopoly 
of the American service, preciuding the post- 
office from sending matis by other lines. The 
Postmaster-General wil! invite offers for mail 
service after the expiration of three months. 

LIVERPOOL, Nov. 23.—At a meeting today of 
merchants in the provision trade a memorial 
to the Postmaster-General was adopted pro- 
testing against changing the mail system until 
a cheaper and more effective service can be ob- 
tained, and declarmg that a Wednesday and 
Saturday service by the fastest steamers from 


Liverpool would be better than the proposed 
change.

GERMAN NEWS, 


The Socialists Will Not Be Suppressed—Gen- 
eral Notes. 

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—In spite of the closest 
watch kept on the barracks at Berlin, Span- 
dau, and Potsdam, thousanas of copies of 
Socialistic pamphiets bave beer found among 
the troops. The matter seized consists mostly 
of a newly-issued appeal to the soldiers to join 
workingmen in bastening a social revolution. 
The source of the pampblets has been traced 


to men frequenting solaiers’ beer-bouses, A 
number of the men have been arrested. 

Herr Schwarzback has returned from St. 
Petersburg, baving suspended negotiations for 
tne proposed Russian loan of 125,000,000 
marks. It is reported that since bis interview 
with Prince Bismarck Herr Bleichroder has 
demanded heavier terms for the proposed 
loan, which Russia has declined to concede. .. 


Prince Henry of Prussia, while attending the 
marriage of the Duchess Charlotte to thé 


Prince of Reuss at Schwerin, made a proposal 
of marriage to Elizabeth, the youngest daugh- 
ter of the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin. 

The celebrated marksman, Leiuw, the victor 
in the federal contest at Frankfori, has died 
at Düsseldort. 

There have been some heavy snow-storms in 
Upper Austria. Upon the Schneider range the 
snow is six feet deep.

GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE, 


The Dilke-Crawford Scandal Once More. 
Paris, Nov. 23.—jCopyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—Figaro today pub 
lishes a bright and amusing interview with Sir 
Charies Dilke, who, with Lady Dilke, is passing 


‘a few days in Paris shopping and visiting tbe 


theatres. Figaro describes Sir Charles Dilke 
as the handsomest and most aristocratic-l!ook- 
ing man that can be imagined, and who would 
have made, physicaliy, a superb Emperor of 
Russia, and speaks of Lady Dilke as one of the 
prettiest women of Engiand. Figaro'’s corre- 
spondent says that Sir Charles spoke at length 
about the late trial, and with a dignity that 
won the deepest sympathy for the speaker. 
The interview ends as follows: 

Sir Charles begged me not to give as coming 
from him the information that I possess about 
the trial. I will conform to his desire. I will 
only say what I know certainly and what neither 
the press nor English seciety knows—that in a 
few months the grand Crawford-Dilke case will 
reopen. This trial, the most scandalous of the 
century in England, is about to enter into into 
its third act. A numberof Sir Charles’ friends, 
without his knowledge or initiative, have made 
u most thorough investigation, with a result 
which the public will soon learn with the 
greatest amazement. I can affirm that these 
friends of Sir Charles—among whom are states- 
men, lawyers, physicians, and Cabinet Ministers 
—are On the trace of a conspiracy that will make 
the press of the entire world reécho with excite- 
ment. This third trial will also bound and over- 
flow with the most revolting details, but it will 
give an opportunity to one of the abiest and most 
accomplished men of modern times to emerge 
with a high head and bold front from the blind 
alley of infamy into which he has been cast by a 
conspiracy and accusations he has hitherto not 
been able to rebut. 

LONDON, Nov. 24.—Sir Charles Dilke states 
that the assertions about bim in the Paris 
Figaro are unwarranted.

A RemarkaWie Surgical Operation. 

Loxpox. Nov. 22.—Much interest is excited 
in medical circies by the successful issue of a 
remarkable operation last week performed by 
Sir Wiliam MeCormac of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. It is the second operation so per- 
formed by him within the last few months, 
and it is believed that there are no previous 
instances of success in such an operaton in 
Europe or possibly in America, Tuesday of 
last week a-siater fell from the scaffoid of a 
house a distance of eigteen feet to the ground, 
He was carried to St. Thomas Hospital 
suffering extreme agony. No bones were 
found to be broken, but Wednesday 
Sir William McCormac, diagnosmg the case, 
came to the ronciusion that the bladder bad 
been ruptured. The man was put under an 
anesthetic, an incision into the abdomen made, 
and the diagnosis veritied. The vontents of 
the stomach and peritoneum were withdrawn, 
the bladder drawn out, a suture made and 
testec, the organs all replaced, the stomach 
thoroughly cleansed with antiseptics, and the 
incision closed. The patient emerged from 
bia insensibie condition relieved of pain, Tues- 
day was in a comfortable condition, and is to- 
day deelared practically out of dauger. The 
operation occupied two hours. The failure of 
similar operations is attributed by leading 
surgeons to the delay in deciding upon them. 
The result has usually been the death of the 
patient by peritonitis. 


The Ameer's Troops Defeated. 
Bompay, Nov. 23.—A party of mercbants 
who have arrived here from Ghuzni, report 
that the Ghilzais have bearen the Ameer of 
Afgbanistan’s troops.

SURROUNDED BY LIONS. 


The Unpleasant Experience of a Traveler in 
the Wilds of Africa. 

„ Kilima-Njaro Expedition.“ by H. Johnson: 
In all my previous Atrican experiences I had 
never known what it was to be in real danger 
from the attacks of lions. The <ing of beasts 
had hitherto exhibited a provoking shyness 
and a persistent dislike to cultivate my ao 
qguaintance—so much so that I often used 
to complain that I gained nothing trom 
my wish to know the lion at home, and that 
I might learn more about bim in Regent's 
Park than in the savagest wilds of Africa. 
But ever since the troubled night which we 
spent at tne Mkuyoni | ask no more for leonine 
visits, especially in the aarkness of the small 
hours, and Will content myself with an oc en- 
sional journey to the Zodlogical Gardens, 
where I can see this grandest of cats in a safe 
and comfortabie cage, 

Soon after we bad retired to rest on this oo- 
casion, when the men had begun to snore 
round their fires, wrapped up in dusky white 
clothes, like so many Mummies, and when the 
leader of tne caravan was curling himself 
snugly between the blankets, the most terrific 
roar you ever beard started us all into sudden 
wakefuluess. ‘Though the lion that uttered it 
was probably forty or fifty yards distant, the 
sound of his thunderous bellow seemed to 
come from our very midst. I sat up in bed 
and looked uneasily around me, but nobody 
complained of being eaten; 80 Il lay down again 
and even began to think this very interesting 
and very African, full of local color. and so 
on. But now on our right and left, on either 
s.de of the river, achorus of loud roaring be- 
gan. The night was yet pitchy da for the 
moon would not rise till the cer orning. 
We could see nothing beyond the blaze of our 
eordon of fires. However, teeling that it 
was despicabiy tame to lie still in 
bed and go to sisep while my porters shivered 
with fear, 1 arose, took my gun, and fired Into 
tae bushes where the roaring was the loudest. 
This, the men informed me, was the unwisest 
thing 1 could do; of course I killed nothing, 
and the noise of we firearm, instead of awing 
the lions into silence, only seemed to exasper- 
ate them. I certainly never beard anything 
like the noise they made. My men averred 
that we were surrounded by ten beasts. I 
suppose they distinguished ten various roar- 
ings; certainly, the next morning, when we ex- 
amined the precincts of our camp, the many 
foot-prints of different. sizes which were 
marked in the soft vegetable soil ot the river 
bunk indicated unquestionably that a whole 
troop of lions bad been in our immediate vicin- 
ity during the night. 

I noticed a curious fact connécted with the 
unseen approach of these beasts. Whenever a 
lion was nearing our camp. and before be at- 
tested his vicinity dy a roar, we were, when 
we bad learned to read the warning, made 
aware of the fact by the sudden nervous twit- 
tering of the smali birds in the branches above. 
It was atremendous diapason of fear, most 
singularly impressive. On several subsequent 
oecasions the approach of large wild beasts 
bas been signified to me in the same manner.

FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE RAIL. 


A Smash-Up on the Alton Near Chenoa— 
Heroic Act of a Tramp. 

CHENOA, LIL, Nov. 23.—A serious railroad 
accident, attended with the loss of one man’s 
life, the injury of two others, and the smash- 
ing of twenty freight-cars and a locomotive, 
occurred at 2 o’clock this morning on the Chr 
cago & Alton Road about a mile south of this 
place, A dense fog was banging over 
the land, making, it impossible» to dis- 
cern signals or lights of any kind. Two 
trains of treight-cars were passing south, the 
one abead going rather slowly and the other 
rushing at full speed. The inevitable result 
was that one overtook che other, and the for- 
ward train was run ioto with a frightful crash. 
The engineer and fireman succeeded in saving 
themselves at the exbense ot some very bad 
bruises. Twenty freigbt-cars were heaped up 
in one undistinguishable mass of ruin. Thom- 
as Kelly. conductor of the train run into, 
was jammed in among the broken splinters 
and freight, ana had both of bis legs broken. 
He was also so injured internally that no hope 
is entertained that bs can recover. One of the 
locomotives was also smasbed to pieces and 
reduced to a total wreck. 

A brakeman, whose aame could not be as- 
certained, was thrown from one of the cars 
into the sand, and a heavy truck fell on top of 
bim. He would have been crushed to death 
had it not been for the beroic efforts ofa 
tramp named Lockhberdi, who unaided rescued 
bim. 


8 The Ohio Labor Assembly. 
Dayton, O., Nov. 23.—[Special.|—The Ohio 
State Trade and Labor Assembly met in annual 
session here today. about fifty cities and towns 
of the State being represented. A bill was 
drawn up and attached to a resolution, looking 


to its introduction into the coming session of 
the General Assembly. dec urmg it a crime for 
ung employer to attempt to coerce or require 
an empioyé to withdraw trom any labor organ- 
ization or to refuse him employment because 
be may be a wember of any such Organization. 
The bill makes a violation of the contemplated 
act a misdemeanor punisbabie by fine and im- 
prisoument. This was unanimously adopted. 
A resolution denouncing the penitentiary .abor 
contract system. also the piece-price plan. on the 
ground that both have been tried and proved 
failures, and recomuiending an act providing 
that convicts’ work shall only be used in State 
and county institutions of correction and char- 
. wus objected to on the ground that even 
this would in a degree permit convict iabor to 
come in competition with honest labor. The 
resolution now is in the bands of a special 
committee. The other matters of importance 
that came up for consideration were to indorse 
the bill now before the General Assembly, to 
brand penitentiary-mace goods as such, to de- 
nounce the importation of barrels, to establish 
an official newspaper organ for the assemblies 
of the State, to prevent the reorganization of 
labor bureaus, and to denounce W. N. White 
ley, the Spring field manufacturer, who nas been 
opposing labor organizations.

IF NUT IT’S TOO BAD, FOR PRICES 
WILL GO HIGHER, 


All the Indications Point to an Advance of 
25 Cents Per Ton in the Price for De- 
cember and the Same Raise in January 
—Meanwhile a Little Sample Blizzard, 
Vintage of 1886, Is Howling Around at 
a Lively Rate. 


The advent of cold weather quite naturally 
adds to the interest in the probable course of 
the coal market, and it is certain that every 
man in the city who bas thus far neglected to 
lay in bis winter supply of the needful will 
have occasion to regret his negligence before 
the season is over. All the indications point 
to an advance of 25 cents per ton in the price 
of anthracite for the month of December, with 
the chances tavorable toa like increase for 
January. The coal dealers insist that the 


question is a simple one of supply and demand, 
and say that as the former is short and 
the latter heavy an advance in price is 
the most natural thing in the world. A 
few of them maintain that the local 
dealers bad nothing to say about the price of 
coal, and that the matter is entirely in the 
hands of the Eastern operators. This was the 
case with Mr. Robert Law, tne Dearborn street 
coal man. 

Will the price of coal range higher next 
month?” he was asked yesterday. 

»Tnat depends upon the Eastern people,” 
he said. **The Chicago dealers don’t make 
prices any more; it's the Eastern folks alto- 
gether. The Eastern dealers noid their meet- 
ig in New York tomorrow [today] to deter- 
mine the price for December. Everything de- 
pends upon the action they take. This was 
all Mr. Law could be prevailed upon to say. 

Another prominent dealer, who did not care 
to have bis name mentioned, said: ** The price 
will be advanced for December, and of course 
the papers “will sail into us again, but 
for ali that the price will still be 
lower than it was a year ago. 
The truth is, the suppiy is sbort and the de- 
mand is great, and it is not surprising that the 
price should move up a peg in consequence. 
What's the use of selling coal at $6.75 per ton 
when we chun just as well get $77" be asked. 
Inis, however, is not the point The Eastern 
men will advance the price on us, and as we 
are not in the business for love we shall ad- 
vance the price on the consumer. How much? 
O, well, not to exceed 25 cents per ton for De- 
cember, and perbaps a like amount for Janu- 
ary.” 

H. A. Bischoff is the eaitor of the Black 
Diamond, a publication devoted to the coal 
interests. in reply to the question he sald the 
deficiency of anthracite coal on the Chicago 
market for the ten months ending Nov. 1, 1886, 
as compared with the corresponding ten months 
in 1885, amounted to 75,000 tons, to say nothing 
of the natural increase of the demand from 
year to year, which be explained amounted to an 
average of 12% per cent fora number ot years 
past. Chicago, he said, was the greatest dis- 
triduting point in the West for anthracite coal, 
ana the annuals increase in the demand 
not only applied to the local trade, but to all 
points which drew their supplies from this 
city as well. The stock on hand Jan. 1, 1885, 
together with the receipts up to Nov. lof the 
same year, amounted to 1,409,000 tons. The 
stock on hand and the receipts for the same 
period this year only amounted to 1,334,000 
tons. This, be said, showed the deficiency to 
be what was mentioned above. Continuing, 
he explained that for the entire year of 1885 
the consumpton of anthracite coal in Chicago 
and environs was 823,000 tons, and that 
for the present year, on the basis 
of what had already been consumed, 
900,000 tons would de required. The 
aggregate receipts during 1885 were 1,355,000 
tons, while so far this year the receipts only 
amounted to 1,111,000 tons, showing a de- 
ficiency of 244,000 tons, which he thought it 
was simply impossible for the railroads to 
make good between now and the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1887, especially as they had never run in 
over 118,000 tons in any one month. Jan. 1, 
1885, the stock on hand in the docks and yards 
was 324.000 tons. The same date this year the 
stock on band was only 223,000 tons, showing 
that business was begun the first of the our- 
rent year witn a stock 101,000 tons short as 
compared with last year. Nov. 1. 1885, includ- 
ing the stock on band ac the first of the year 
and the reveipts up to that time, the amount 
was 1,409,872 tons. The same rule applied to the 
receipts for the current year showed that the 
Urst of the present month only 1,834,437 tons 
bad been received. This showed the original 
deficiency of 75,435 tons, whicb left out of con- 
sideration the increase in the demand of 12% 
per cent. During 1885 we shipped 632,000 tons 
of coal to outside points, and if the natural in- 
crease is to be added this year the shipments 
sbould reach 708,000 tons. As we bave only 
shipped 359,727 tons so far we mast figure on 
shipping 348,000 tons more, and, as at least 
100,000 tons more will be needed for the local 
demand, the railroads would have to lay down 
448. 000gtons to simply ease the market. What 
would they bave todo to stock it? Why, run 
in doubie that amount betore the close of the 
year.” 

„ How do prices this year compare with 
last? the reporter finally managed to ask. 

„They're lower. Let me give you the fig- 
ures. Now mind, these are the circular whole- 
sale quotations. The average prices per ton 
for the last four years are as foliows: 1853, 
$4.47; 1884, $6.32; 1885, $5.82; 1886, $5.71.”’ 

The dealers, be continued, have always 
charged an advance of $1 per ton on these fig- 
ures, and what profits there are in tae coal 
trade have been absorbed bey the railroads, al- 
though you newspaper people pitch mto the 
dealers. Yes, the indications are that the 
prices will advance; and the scarcity was 
brought about by buyers failing to go into the 
market in May, June, and early in July, al- 
though there was a scarcity of transportation 
tacilities that early im the season. 


The Blizzard as It Appeared in Chicago. 

Yesterday’s rapid fall of temperature, biting 
wind, and flurry of snow in the evening is un- 
nounced as a little, sample blizzard, vintage of 
1886. With the weather moist and warm in 
the morning, noon found the wind biowing a 
fresh gale, and by 3 o'clock the temperature 
had fallen to 26° above zero, and the wind was 
biowing at the rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour, equivalent to about forty on the lake. 
The storm originated in the extreme North- 
west, and was only remarkable from the slow 
rate at which it traveled eastward and its wide 
extent. The effects ot it were felt south of be- 
nighted St. Louis. At 3 o'clock, when the 
wind reached its highest velocity here, 
the storm centre was very near Mar- 
quette, and it was slowly traveling 
almost due east. At that time the barometer 
began to rise bere and the wind to fall off, so 
that the latter only registered about sixteen 
miles an hour at 9 o’clock. These figures led 
the signal-service officers to the conclusion 
that the snow feature of the sample would 
not amount to mucb, and, while we had prob- 
ably escaped the worst phase of the storm in 
that it went north of us, we should, no doubt, 
find likewise that the low temperature would 
not hold for any great length of time.

Cold Weather Out of Town, 

PrerrRE, Dak., Nov. 23.—[Special.|—A heavy 
blizzard bas raged ali day. 
worst snow-storm in five years occurred, and 
trains will be blockaded for days. 

Sr. PauL, Minn., Nov. 23.—The roads run- 
ning through the northern part of the State 
and in Dakota are having some trouble today. 
In the northern part of the State, along the 
Manitoba line, there is not much snow, but 
the high wind, which has attained the velocity 
of a gale, bas interfered considerably with the 
rupning of trains, The Northern Pacific is 
experiencing some trouble with the snow, 
which is drifting badly and delaying trains. 
Turougbout the Red Kiver Valiey the mercury 
is down in the neighborhood of zero. It has 
been snowing nearly all day along the line of 
the St. Paul & Pacific, bat the fall bas not 
been beavy enoug to interfere with travel. 
The Milwaukee, Omaba, and other roads run- 
ning throughout the southern part of the 
State have had light flurries of snow all along 
their lines, butno delay bas been experienced 
in running trains. The mercury ranges from 
10° to 30° above. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Nov. 23.—[{Special. |—Wyo- 
ming is now in the midst of the second storm 
ot the season. Sofar Wyoming has suffered 
much less from the storm than Nebraska aad 
Kansas. Previous to today tue lowest point 
reacbed by the thermometer was 3° beiow 
zero.

PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


The Drug Stores Turned Into Saloons—Pro- 
moting Hypocrisy—How it Works in To- 


peka. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Nov. 20.—|Editor St. Lous 
Globe-Democrat.]—It was my pieasing duty to 
preach the dedication sermon of the new Uni- 
tarian church at Topeka, Kas., last Tuesday 
night, and so I bad an opportunity to make a 
prief and unsatisfactory study in the largest 
city in Kansas of the problem of probibition. 
I do not (as [have already intimated) regard 


any facts that may be gathered in this State as 
ot much value in determining the solution of 
the liquor question, because they do not cover 
a sufficient stretch of time. Maine alone, in 
my judgment, furnisbes trustworthy data 
upon which to base any intelligent conclu- 
sions. But it may be of interest to the read- 
ers of the Globe-Democrat to know the result 
of a two or three days’ observation made in 
the principal city of our sister State of Kan- 
sas. Topeka has about 30.000 people, and 
therefore is not much smaller than the City 
of Portland. I could not ascertain wdat the 
arrests for drunkenness aggregated during 
the year, because I had not the time 
to search out the official reports bearing upon 
that point. But the friends and enemies of 
the prohibitory law alike agreed that there 
were no respectabie, or so-called respectable, 
Saloons running in the city. There might ve 
low “ doggeries and disreputable grog-shops 
running, but they were kept out of sight of 
the respectable elements of society. That 
some such piaces existed they thought very 
probabie. One lawyer, who descrived himself 
as a “virulent anti-prohibitionist,’’ sad: 
„We are breeding a race of by poerits, but 
we are breaking up that abominable habit of 
treating bere in Topeka. There 16 no place 
where a man can take a friend for a convenient 
drink.“ There are in the city, I was toid, 
quite a number of club-rooms, where the 
members have no difficulty in getting ali the 
liquor they want. In the German clubs beer 
fiows as freely as in the open saloons of St. 
Louis. Both the friends and enemies of. pro- 
hibition admit that in the towns of Leaven- 
worth and Atchison the saloonkeevers openly 
and flagrantly violate the law, and as yet the 
authorities are either unable or uawiliing to 
enforce the law. 

Now, a giance at the character of the Pro- 
bibitory law in Kansas may belp to explain 
the absence of saloons in the largest city of 
the State. The law provides that any licensed 
druggist may keep all Kinds ot malt and spirit- 
uous liquors in stock. These liquors may be 
sold in any quantity demanded by customers. 
The method of sale is this: The druggist keeps 
a book of biank applications, and the customer 
fille out one of these applications, giving his 
name and the character of disease for which 
the liquor is required. He cannot dave the 
same disease twice in the same day, butin his 
one application be can obtain a sufficient 
amount of wine, whisky, or beer to 
cope witb any pbysical ill which flesh 
is heir to.” He can get an ounce 
or a barrel. The druggist can and must 
exercise his discretion as to sale of liquor, and 
may be criminally indicted for making im- 
proper sales. He must not sell to habitual 
drunkards or minors, or to peopie who have no 
clearly marked symptoms of disease. But be 
is not held to be the sole judge of the kind of 
diseases for which alcobol may be a remedy. 
If a respectable person desired to purchase a 
gallon of bourbon for bunions the druggist 
would not declare that whisky was not a spe- 
cific for those troublesome visitors. Although 
the air of Kansas seems to be exceedingly 
salubrious, yet in looking over the book of 
applicauons in the largest drug store in Topeka 
I was surprised to see the amount of mala ia 
which existed in that charming city. The law 
especially provides that no liquor shall be con- 
sumed in the stores where it is sold. 

W bat 18 the obvious effect of this law as it is 
at present working in this City of Topeka? 
There are in this city more than fifty drug 
stores: that is one to every 600 people—under 
the ordinary estimates of population. about 
one drug store to every 125 beads of families. 
Of course, the average Topeka shopkeeper is 
like the average sbopkeeper everywhere. He 
represents the same grade of “intelligence 
and character. Every man must judge for 
himselt as to the just proportion of reputable 
and disreputable druggists in Topeka. Now, 
by the operation of this law, the respectable 
druggist is always at a tremendous disad- 
vantage in competing with the disreputable 
riva! in business. If be is truly conscientious 
in discriminating between worty and unworthy 
applicants for liquor, the unworthy wili take 
not only their alcohol custom, but all their 
custom to the disreputable druggist. Thus a 
constant premium is offered for the establish- 
ment of drug stores which are thinly-disguised 
liquor stores. And when we consider that the 
druggist sells rum without any special license, 
anybody can see bow profitable such a busi- 
ness must be. 

Is it any wonder that there are no barrooms 
ia the City of Topeka? Who would run the 
risk of being fined and imprisoned for engag- 
ing in a business the legitimate profits ot 
which are absorbed by the druggists? I have 
said the druggist pays no additional license 
for running a liquor store. The customer 
pa s five cents more than the legitimate price 
of nis purcbase on account of bis application. 
Now. I bear some enthusiastic Prohibinonist 
say this five cents is in the nature of a license, 
however small, and the State of Kansas is 
really receiving money into its treasury from 
this damnable liquor trafic. No, my friend, 
the State of Kansas does not get that five 
cents. It belps support no poornhouses, aims- 
houses, or schools: it is a private perquisit 
for the pocket of the Judge of the Probate 
Court. It increases bis income about $55,000 a 
year, and naturally tends to make bim astanch 
defender of the law. The State of Kansas 
thus escapes this deadis compl.city with 
crime. It forcibiy reminds me of the girl who, 
aftet conversion, was asked what she bad done 
with ber jewelry. She repiied that sbe had be- 
come convinced that such things tended to 
sink the soul into bell, soshe gave them to her 
sister! The Judge of the Probate Court in 
Kansas takes the place of the unfortunate 
sister! And yet I am told that, in spite of the 
fact that the Probate Judge must bear, vicari- 
ously, the sins of the State of Kansas, the 
candidates for this office are reasonabiy plen- 
tiful. 

When I asked what the people did with that 
decision of Judge Brewer's which deciared it 
legal and unjust for the State to destroy cer- 
tain forms of property woich dad been pro- 
tected and nourished by the State, I was toid 
by a leading iawyer in Topeka that the peopie 
did nothing with it. They did not regard it. 
Iney simply refrained from interference with 
the individuai brewer in whose benaif the de- 
cision was rendered. 

And this is the condition of things which we 
are asked to introduce into tne free Common- 
wealth ot Miesouri. To abanaon a wholesome 
License law which openly and honestly puts a 
tex upon the sale of liquors and uses that tax 
for valuable purposes; which provides tor a 
healthful supervision of the liquor trafiic: 
which gives to every little community, by its 
provision of local option, the rignt to dis 
pense with the sale of liquor and the presence 
of the grog-sbop. Weare asked by Probibi- 
monists to abandon this system and adopt a 


method by whick drug sores are uud imc 


liquor-shops, and every possibie temptetion of. 
fered to unprincipied druggists to stimulate 
the consumption of alcodo! among their cus- 
tomers. Asystem which pute a large revenue 
into the private purse of an official, and thus 
takes it from the common treasury; which 
offers a premium fora Judge of the Probate 
Court to use bis personal and official influence 
in the most dastardly manner. We are 
threatened with just this danger. Some of 
my professional brethren bave, in the conf- 
dence of private conversation, condemned 
probibition. Will they speak an open con- 
demnation? Religious and influential laymen 
are opposed to it. Why will they not frankly 
combine to defeat it in this State? They must 
expect abuse. Expect to be deluged with 
filthy, anonymous letters. But they will have 
the caim consciousness that they are doing 
their sacred duty, and on the excited passions 
of devoted, but mistaken, people sprinkling 
** cool patience.”’ Joun Snyper, D. D.

Big Cotton Crop in Arkansas. 

Littte Rock. Ark., Nov. 238.—[Svecial.}— 
The present cotton crop is the best ever raised 
in Arkansas, as reports received from sixty 
out of the seventy odd counties of the State 
show. Fully two-thirds of the crop has been 
gathered, only a portion of which has been 
marketed, the planters boiding for an ad- 
vance in prices. It is estimated that the yield 
will reach 750,000 bales, against 600.000, the 
crop of 1885, an increase of 150,000. Picking is 
in active progress and it is believed the crop 
will be gathered witbout material loss, although 
labor is scarce.

As no one was able to state how 
much room the various military organizauons 
would require—ali are to be given quarters— 
it was decided to find out before framing a 
bill. Another meeting will be held Saturday 
night.

Matters Before the Railroad and Ware. 
house Commission. 

The Iliinvis Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners yesterday listened tothe railroad 
side in the controversy between the milk-pro- 
ducers and the railroads on the rates charged 
for bringing the milk of the former to Chica- 
go. Representatives of the Burlington, the 
lilinois Central, the Alton, the Wabash, the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Rock Isiand, and the 
Northwestern were present, and were ques- 
tioned at considerable length by the 
Commissioners regarding the milk traf- 
tic. There is at present no schedule 
rate on milk, and comparisoos in the 
milk rates between cities in States having ra- 
road laws similar to the Lilinois law will be 
made by the Commissioners before the schedule 
for this State is formulated. It is probabie 
that it will be somewhat lower than the present 
rates as fixed by the railroads. 

The complaint of unjust discrimination in 
selling 1.000-mue tickets at reduced rates to 
commercial travelers oaoly, which was lodged 
against the railgoads with the Commissioners 
over a year ago by Senator Streeter, was taken 
up, but the statute creating the commiss'on 
expressly provides that none of its provisions 
shall apply to the 1,000-mile tickets as issued 
and in use at the time of its adoption, and the 
Commissioners could do nothing in the matter 
if they 80 desired. 

The old Lawndale case, in which H. H. Tib- 
betts charged the Burlington Road with unjust 
discrimination in charging him a hig ber rate to 
Lawudale than was charged to Hawthorne 
Station beyond Lawndale, was nuully dis posed 
of. Mr. Ripley of the Burlington asked for a 
ruling on the right of a railroad company to 
make a lover rate to a point where the treigut 
is delivered to a foreign company to be carried 
by that company to its destiusuon than the 
rate to the point of junction merely. It the 
commission was to rule that as much 
must be charged to Hawthorne, where 
the freight was transierred to the Belt Line, 
which aiso addea its charges from that point 
on to its dest nauon, as to a point on its line 
where no transfer was required then his com- 
pany would increase the tariff to the point of 
transfer. Under no circumstances would tne 
tarif to points on its own lines be reduced to 
avoid the unjust discrimination charged 
against bis company on this ground until the 
schedule of rates was reduced, He beheved 
that lover rates were absolutely necessary to 
polats of transfer in order that the combined 
charges of tne roads through whose bands the 
freight passed might not be excessive. 

The case was settied with an offer by Mr. 
Ripley to rebate $3 per car on soft coal. 

The weigbing of grainin and out of the Ch. 
cago elevators is also under consideration, and 
will be taken up at full length before the com- 
mission adjourns. In reply to an inquiry on 
this subject a few days ago by Gen. Rinaker, 
President of the commission, Maj. J. W. Burst, 
the Registrar, wrote a letter reviewing the ques- 
uon and containing two remedies for the un- 
certainties of the present system. One of these 
was to place the elevators in the hands of the 
State so that they may sustain the same re- 
lauon as bonded warehouses to the Govern- 
ment. The State would place its own men 
in charge, who would weigh in and 
vut ali the grain. The second remedy was to 
give the commission power to weigh all the 
grain in the elevators twice each year, the 
welch to be done at irregular intervals and 
without a previous announcement.

Starting in life with a 
goodly inheritance from a wealthy rather, bis 
convivial habits lost it all in a banking venture 
at London, Ont., and subsequent investments 
in a collecting agency, which failed. Within 
the last few months, and since he left the 
Chicago agency, de had been busily 
engaged in establishing agencies of 
the Unitea States and Dominion of 
Canada Business Union, an organization which 
proposed to work in the line of realizing on 
bad debts and furnish subscribers with a per- 
fectly reliable black liet. The Wabash Depot 
at Detroit, where the Baltimore & Ohio Dusi- 
ness is bandied, is surrounded with a number 
of low drinking dens, and I am certain that if 
McDonald was in London Wednesday he must 
have left there with a comfortable load of 
liquor, as be knew everybody in the town and 
was in the habit of drinking with all 
bis friends. In that condition be had but to 
visit the Detroit saloons in order to fali into 
the hands of parties who would ply bim with 
more liquor and then rob bim. The broken 
arm and shoulder could possibly have come 
from a drunken quarrel or fall on the way 
here or at the depot in Detroit. A further 
evidence that the man was intoxicated is to 
be found in the fact that bis acquaintances 
here all remember that be drank bis liquor 
straight. and one of his stock remarks was: 
„ Don't talk to me about water, the very 
words he used to the brakeman on the train 
who wanted to kuow if anythmg could be 
done for him, or if he did not want a drink of 
water.
